The long awaited announcement as to the 
licences for Community Radio in Britain 
does not look any nearer. The problem, 
according to the Guardian Media Page lies 
with ministerial fears that the airwaves 
will be opened up to obscene broadcasts 
and bad lar^age. There are general opin¬ 
ions that Radio stations, including those 
already broadcasting should be brought un 
-der the Public Order Act, this includes 
the right of entry for the Police. Ihe 
official line is that the Home Office has 
other things to think about, this had lead 
to worries that the Office may be attempt¬ 
ing to rewrite the rules under which the 
licences will be issued. According to a 
Home Office spokesman, The Home Secretary, 
Mr.liDouglas Hurd has apparently not asked 
for any further details on the applicants, 
other than what has been submitted already 
Part of the panel - The community Radio 
Association whose members made their recom 
-mendations on the selection of stations 
have written to the Home Secretary askir^ 
■for an urgent decision. They hold fears 
that the more financially poor stations, 
already experiencing difficulties in mak¬ 
ing enough funding available would be fur¬ 
ther set back by any more delay* The Home 
Secretary meanwhile has stated that any 
station abusing the licence will have it 
withdrawn. Speaking on the *Face the Ptesa* 
programme he said that this would only 
apply during the first two years of the 
experiment. Regulations are certainly a 
sore point at the present time. The AIRG 
- Association of Independent Radio Contrac 
-tors has made a reouest to the Home Office 
to express exactly how tight the regulati¬ 
ons for Community Radio will be. Their 
worry, a similar view to that held by the 
Independent stations towards Laser and Car 
-oline, is that there is going to be diff¬ 
erent rules for the different types of bro 
-adcast stations. 

The BBC meanwhile has offered the corp¬ 
oration's service's towards the new comm¬ 
unity stations. Richard Wade, Chief assist 
-ant to the managing Director said that 
any training would be on a strictly stati¬ 
on to station basis.

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The Caroline birthday rocic show was held 
at the Roxborough Hotel, Harrow in Middle¬ 
sex on March 27th. The show is now run 
jointly with the Caroline Movement and re¬ 
duced entry is given for members of the 
organisation. It was announed on air that 
the shows will now include more than just 
rock music with a view to appealing to a 
wider audience. 


A recent item in the ’London Standard* 
reported that record companies are curr¬ 
ently paying Caroline for airing their 
records on the station. Payments can vary 
from £250 to £ 1,500 on the basis that the 
record will be played between three and 
seven times a day for a fortnight. We 
understand that as a result Caroline re¬ 
ceived a number of enquiries, which have 
generated into sales. 

No further tests have been heard from 
Caroline's proposed Shortwave service, 
which originally tested on November 30th 
via the ship’s original maritime trans¬ 
mitter on 6273 kHz, 48 metres. This was an 
unfortunate choice of frenuency, as recept 
-ion was poor. The transmission itself was 
without the backing of the Caroline Organ¬ 
isation. However an interview on Media 
Network with Vincent Monsey of the New York 
sales office stated that a service was 
scheduled to start in the first week of 
February. Nothing wais heard, but The Stan¬ 
dard reports that a 5hw transmitter has 
been smuggled out to the ship and is ready 
to broadcast. Programming, will be the same 
as Caroline’s medium wave output, although 
it is not know if this will include ’Over¬ 
drive* or not. A Caroline spokesman is re¬ 
ported to have said "We are out to grab lis 
—teners away from the BBC World Service, 

The Vblce of America and Radio Moscow. We 
will be the first service for people who 
want rock." This however is not strictly 
true as WRNO and KYOl the latter from Tai¬ 
wan and the former from North America. 

Both Caroline and Monique went off the 
air at approximately 5*15pn’ on April loth, 
during very windy conditions. At test tone 
was heard on 963 kHz at 6.30 and by 9*00 
that evening full programming had been res 
-tored to both channels. As a result of 
the breakdown listeners on 963 kHz were 
given an extended edition of the Johann 
Maabach ’Gospel Songs and Meditation* prog 
-ramme the following evening. 

The 558 format continues to be a mixture 
of chart hits, Caroline Classics from the 
1960s and 1970s and the occasional album 


track from selected current albums. The 
number of oldies played does appear to have 
Increased slightly in recent weeks. Features 
such as the Top 5 have disapeared since the 
introduction of the commercial format last 
November but Caroline Overdrive features 
the Overdrive selection. Tom Anderson made 
it clear what type of music he wanted after 
one listener sent in a selection featuring 
Leo Sayer and Mlcheal Jackson I Mark Matthews 
has a regular feature at 6.50 every evening 
when he encourages listeners to ’Speak Dutch 
the Ad Roberts way*, including such essent¬ 
ial phrases as *my Hippopotamus has influ 
-enza’-Dank u Mark Spreekt u Spaans?

RUMOURS AND OTHER THINGS.

The vessel is owned by the British 
Firm Harvey Metals, who not surprisingly 
are denying airy links with the station. It 
is registered in Hondurous, and flies a 
Greek flag of convenience. As reported last 
issue the 'Stereo* service will only be . m r 
heard with specially made receivers for the 
Kahn system. We understand that an American 
company has a warehouse full of the radios 
awaiting the station to go on the air. Also 
on board will be an American Soul station - 
WSOL 001, to be manned by four black DJs. 
Some broadcasts maj: also be made in Euro¬ 
pean languages Including Dutch. 

Besides Blake Williams and Jessie Brandon 
other ex Laser personell are Involved in 
the project.These are Jay Mack and possibly 
engineer Mighty Joe Young. In addition to 
this ex Caroline DJ Dave Richards and a fur 
-ther English DJ will be taking part. It 
has been suggested that Blake and Dave will 
be responsible for getting the station on 
the air initially. 

After leaving Southampton the Nanell had 
to return to port for engine repairs. She 
set sail again for Santander in Spain. The 
authorities were^ unsure what action should 
be taken (if any) against the crew, but they 
were eventually told that the mast could be 
errected, providing they left the port with¬ 
in 48 hours of doing so.

GREAT BRITAIN. 

RADIO ORION were noted for the first time 
on February 21st (Friday) on 6240kHz. Ihe 
station originates from Bradford, West York 
—shire. The station has subsequently been 
heard on March 1st, March 2nd and March 9th 
on 6266, and has since been reported on the 
air daily using 6240 Monday through Satur¬ 
day and 6266 on Sundays as the powerful 
Irish station Radio Rainbow then occupies 
the 6240 channel. A moderate signal has 
been reported in Great Britain and on the 
continent, (l) 

BRITAIN RADIO INTERNATIONAL (2&3) delayed 
their regular 4th Sunday broadcast until 
March 2nd, when the station was heard on 
6230kKz, the broadcast was followed with 
the regular first Sunday programmes from 
Radio East Coast Commercial. The next trans 
-mission from BRI was made on March 23rd, 
with Adrian Cooke joining the regulars to 
present the ’Free Radio Programme* from 
1100. 

RADIO PAMELA (4) continue to make regular 
broadcasts on the following frequencies, 
6300, 6204.44(announced as 6205),6611 and 
6630. Ihe station was however off the air 
during late February and early March due to 
some technical problems with the transmitt¬ 
er. 'Hiese have now been solved and Pamela 
was duly noted on March 9th on 63OO, on 
this occasion a relay of the French station 
Radio Liberty Sound (5) was broadcast at 
1136. On March l6th the station was heard 
on 6604, v/hich appears to be the clearest 
of the station’s freouencies between 1034 
and 1204* Later on 6299 the station was 
heard in C'’S0 with PFBS.

The auctioneers were to be 
P.B. Gunne, based in Dublin. However as you 
will read the ultimate radio sale was to be 
postponed. 

Mrs Zena Brady, a shareholder in Nova Med 
-ia services, with a 2696 holding in the com 
-pany applied to have a receiver appointed 
to the group, Ihis was granted on March 19th, 
hence the untimely announcement. At just be¬ 
fore the 3.00 news a request was made for 


either Chris Cary or Tory McKenzie to contac 
the station, simultaiieously the PM channel 
wtent off the air, to be replaced by non-stop 
music, whilst the am 736 channel continued 
with relatively normal programming, although 
the quality of the signal was very poor. 
Station owner Chris Cary closed the station 
at six o*clock with a record he dedicated to 
the NUJ, *Don*t Waste my Time* by Paul Hard- 
castle, According to Cary he was pleased thai 
it was not the NUJ *harassment* which forced 
him off the air. 

At 10.10 pm the non-stop music on IO 3 .I 
identified as *Zoom IO 3 * and continued to 
do so throughout the evening, the following 
morning Zoom was with full programming and 
the ex-Nova DJs. It appears that the Trans¬ 
mitter had been bought by DJ Tory McKenzie, 
Zoom was however without advertisements, 
hovertheless these were soon to appear. 

A few days later jamming appeared, coming 
apparantly from RTE who had /claimed* the' 
channel as their own. 

Cary however does not appear to be compl- 
etely innocent. Ms Brady claims that hd had 
deliberately inflated the leasing prices on 
equipment leased from his company Stratford 
leasing. Further to this no accounts were 
kept she claims.

London'a first pirate TV station has begun 
wgular weekly broadcasts to a claimed aud- 
lence of some 50,000 viewers living, between 
C^en and Brlxton. The illegal programmes 
at present only 30 minutes long are being 
produced by a secret collective of 50 inde¬ 
pendent film makers and musicians who face 
fines of up to £ 2,000 or imprisonment ,lf 
inspectors from the Department of Trade and 
Industry can identify them. 

The station's debut on March 21st at mid- , 
night on a wavelength just down from ITV ^ 
on the tuner of your set was a short film, 
devoid of Soundtrack of a youth on a cross 
spinning suspended in fire, over which was 
superimposed another youth languishing in 
an armchair. Over the images were the words 
'The martyrs go Into the arena together. 

They were crucified alone* apparently from 
John Maybuiy's 'Big Love*. Next followed 
solarised footage of American banshee Dia- 
manda Galas screaming into a bank of micro- 
idiones from her extrordinary performance at 
Albany Empire, followed by a longish collage 
of the apr^s - punk Body Map fashion show 
Interspersed with snatches of conversation 
from Andy Czezowski (of the fridge) and al¬ 
ternative video distributor Claude Bessy. 

The progr*ammes are certainly cheap, costing 
about £200 and 8 hours to make. 

It seemed philistine to ask whether net'- • 
woik 21 planned to take advertising ”Ch Yes” 
said Thomas (the man behind the station, a 
man of mid‘-'-Buropean extraction, formerly 
active with the Social Democrats in Germany) 
at a rate of £10 ai » second for a slot * 

Crucial to Network 21 's role was to emphas 
-Ise how far behind- compared to the US, Fra 
-nee and Germany — Britain was in terms of 
the deregulation of broadcasting. 

"England is quite uniaue in its restrict¬ 
ive broadcasting laws" said Thomas.
